Washington, Aug. 4.— Eepresenta- 
tire Springer of Illinois, ohairman oi 
the ways and means committee in the 
last congress, was at tha capitaL -H« 
thinks congress will not bain session 
for more than a week or 10 days in 
August. In that time lir. Spiingei 
thought the silver pnrdUM clause 
three, ot the Sherman act could ba re- 
pealed and the ways and means com* 
mittee could be empowered to draft a 
tariff bill for submission to oongresa 
when it reconvened, which should be 
some time in October. 

This committee, Mr. Springer said, 
would doubtless report one general tar- 
iff bill instead of a specific Mils of that 
policy had done good strrloa last con- 
gress, but the time was now at hand 
when the Democratic party must re- 
deem its pledges and reform the entire 
tariff eystem. To <io this would not 
involve any radical change in the rulei 
of the house, for Mr. Springer belley«ti 
that the majority can always reach an 
expresssion of its will through the com- 
mittee on rules, which can oring in a 
special rule to (it each case as it arises. 

"If the president i)art8 company with 
the Chicago plaiform I believe his party 
will part company with him," were the 
significant words uttered by BepresTJt- 
ati^e Oates yesterday, as he dis- 
cussed the situation. "The Chicago 
platform, upon which he was nomi- 
nated and which the people endorsed in 
snub thundering tones last November, 
calls for the repeal of the Sherman law 
and the maintenance of gold and silver 
as money upon a parity. Any scheme 
which contemplates the abandonment 
of the use of silver is antagonistic to 
that declaration of principles and will 
not be supported by the congress that is 
to convene next week." 

Mr. Oates looks for the repeal of the 
Sherman law with a condition that will 
provide for the free cotnaga of silver at 
an increased ratio. 

Senator Georg? arrived from Georgia. 
He believes there will be money for his 
people to move their crops and that 
witn the movement of cotton easier 
times will result. Upon the silver 
question the senator reiterates the views 
expressed in all his speeches in the west 
and says he is a friend of that metal. 

Senator Squire of Washington take? 
the ground that the president should 
be allowed to deal with the silver ques- 
tion in his own discretion. He believes 
that it would 1h3 good policy for con 
gress to pahs a joint resolution permit 
ting the president to suspend the opera 
tion of the silver purchase section ot 
the Sherman law in nis discretion. He 
also thinks well of the interconvertible 
bond scheme suggested by Representa- 
tive Tom Johnson of Ohio, and feele 
that it would add much slastloity to 
the currencv. 

Mr. Bland, champion of free coinage, 
arrived yesterday and was soon in con- 
sultation with the members of his faith 
who are in the city. He said the friends 
of silver had agreed upon no plan of 
campaign other tuau that they were op- 
posed to the rapsal of the Sherman law, 
unless they were ftrst. given free coiU' 
age of stiver. Mr. Bland, in speaking 
of the ratio, said he saw no reason to 
change that now in force. So far as the 
possibility of repeal was concerned. Mr. 
Bland was emphatic in his declaration 
that the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing act could not ba accom 
plished in either house.

FRANK VA N LOON HANGED. 

The Culumbas Chrov* MnWIerer Pays the 
Death Penalty For HI* CrInK'. 
CoLr.MBV8, 0.,Aug. 4.— Yesterday wa* 
the last day on earth for Frank Van Loon, 
the murdarar, who has made such a 
fight for lifik larlyin tha morning 
Da\'id Van Loon, the condemned man't 
father, Mrs. Van Loon, the prisoner's 
wife, and their attorney, E. L. De%N'itt, 
were at tlie governor's ofHce. Othei 
visits were made during the forenoon, 
but Qovernor McKinley kindly but 
firmly refused to interfere with tba exe 
cutton of the laws sentence. 

This fact was made known to Van 
Loon iu his cell, by his brother-in-law, 
Oyler, and the primner at oiice became 
roaring wild, and totally collapsed. 
He afterwards became qufetto and en- 
ngad with Chaplain Dudlyin prayer. 
Ha bad* hia wife and relativea farewell 
in a very cool and indifferent way. It 
was feared by the prison officials that 
they would be obliged to strap him to a 
board on the scaffold. 

During the afternoon a telegram was 
received that Van Loon's child was dy 
ing at Galena, O. It bad been ill for 
some time. 

In the evening Van Loon sent for th€ 
prison chaplain and after prayer re- 
ceived the rite of Christian baptism. 
He bade a tearful farewell to his father 
and brothers, having taking laave of 
his wife earlier. 

At U o'clock tha death warrant was 
read to him in the death c^^ by War 
den James. At 18:10 he appeared upon 
the scaffold with a smile, and after re- 
peating the 11th verse of the seventh 
psalm, and singing a song of "Nearer, 
My God, To Thee.^' he mode a speech 
protesting his innocence. 

He ts^d: *'In tha straps of death I 
am innocent of the crime, and I hope 
God will forgive those who have sworn 
my life away." He was dead in 
i:; 1 minutes after he shot through the 
trap. , 

The crime for which Van Loon suf 
fered death was committed at Colum' 
bus Grove, O., Aug. 8, 1891. That day 
he entered the Exchange bank there 
and, flourishing two revolvers, de- 
manded the bacdc's money of Cashier 
Maple. Before that gentleman could 
do anything Van Loon fired at him 
three 'times, two of the shots taking 
effect in Maple's arm and side. 

At this moment William Vander 
mark, an old farmer, entered the room. 
Van Loon started to leave and, meeting 
the old man, placed a revolver against 
him and fired into his abdomen and 
then tied. Vundemark died the next 
day. The bank was then deserted and 
the bandit iielped himself to the cash, 
taking abont 61.200. He made good hia 
escape, as the people of the town were 
terrorited. 

William Roberts was arrested for the 
crime and poesitivelv identified by wit- 
nesses but afterward released ana Van 
Loon arrested. The latter, who had al- 
ways been broke, displayed large sums 
of money to some relatives who dis- 
liked him. After a hard fought trial 
Van Loon was convicted. The case was 
contested through the circuit and su- 
^irenie courts, the sentenoa of daath be- 
ing confirmed in each.

Cl.i'.V!;i.\Mi, Aug. -i.— The Hon. Tom 
L. Johnson has laid before the chamber 
of commerce a bill designed to afford 
prompt and adequate relief from the 
financial pressure, which, he states, he 
will introduce in congress during the 
first day of the session. The bill pro- 
vides that any holdar of bonds of the 
United States may, after the passage of 
this act, deposit such bonds at the 
treasury of the United States, or at the 
office of any assistant treasurer of the 
United States, and receive therefor 
their face value in treasury notes of the 
United States, as described in tha actof 
July 24, 1880. 

Such bonds shall be held as a special 
deposit to the credit of the party denos- 
iting them, and during the tune they 
are so held shall draw no interest, and 
shall be returned on the order of the 
party depositing them on the payment 
of their face value in United States 
currencv. The secretary of tha treasury 
shall make such regulations aa may be 
necessary to save the government the 
payment of interest on such bonds dur- 
ing the time they are held as a special 
deposit, and he is hereby authorised to 
issue treasury notaa to the amount 
needed and to provide for the cancella* 
lation of an equal amount ot such notes 
on the return of said bonds to their 
owners.
